The expenditure waa justified by Con 
tigan on the ground that there were 
valuablo plnster/pr gypsum ddposite at 
the terniinm of the fol, the construc 
tion of which would déwlop there mines. 
Altor a determinod fight Joln Costigan 
got hin subsidy through the House. So 
hiterewted was bo to secure the Dou 
pion subsidy that everyone remarked

Ho was not satietiod With small fayors, 
but again came to Parliament for more 
subsidy, and yet again until the total 
subsidy he scooped in out of the trea- 
sury for the Tobique Valley Knilway og- 
gregated $184,000, During the discus 
aiou/in Parliaent over the proposed sub- 
sidy, Mr, Costigan, when asked who own- 
od theee plaater deposits the railway was 
being constructed to accommodate, said 
they were owned by the Provincial Goy- 
ernment. Pressed further, he admitted 
there wore individual parties who had a 
Jot or two in tho loculity, but he men- 
tioned no names, 

Vhia atatement of the Minister ap- 
poars to require explanation, in view of 
the fact that in the record office of 
Victoria County, N.B,, there in an en- 
try which sbows that on May 12, 1890, 
J. W. Arbuckle deeded a quantity of 
plaster rock, known as the Ar 
buckle rock to John Costigan. To be 
exact, the record of the transaction is ip 
Book N, pages 7561-2, and ia dated May 
16 of that year, According to the record 
in the same office, thie property. was 
trauaferred. by Costigan to the ‘Lobiquo 
Valley Gypeom Mining and Manufactur- 
ing Co. in 1894, The Arbuckle rock is 
the most considerable and profitable of 
plaster quarries in the Tobique Valley. 

T have eaid that this railway received 
184,000 out of the Dominion Treasury, 
Now, Jet us seo to what extent it has 
benefited the taxpayers of Causda and 
to what extent it hus or is calculated 
to benefit John Costigan.

The growth of the Southein 
wns and the large Immigration of the 
negroes into them have scarcely affect- 
ed the Increase of the colored popula- 
tion, In the country districts thelr 
death rate is much nearer that of the 
Whites, belng only 20 per cent. higher, 
Whereas In the cities it Is from 65 to 115 
per cent. more.—New Orleans Times.

The Stockton and Darlington Ine In 
Tngland (the first complete ratlroad tn 
the world), was open for trac on the 
27th of September, 1825, and one of Geo, 
Stephenson's engines was tried. It was 
attached to a train consisting of six 
Waggona loaded with coal and flour; 
after these came twenty-one passenger 
couches, and, lastly, six more waggons 
of coal, making In all a train of thirty~ 
elght vehicles, The first rallorad in 
America was the Mohawk & Hudson 
railroad, The length of this road was 
aixteen miles, and it extended from Al- 
bany to Schenectady, N. Y. A charter 
was granted the company until 1830, 
Tt was finished in 1831. Both locomotive 
engines and horses were used on this 
road. At first stationary engines were 
used, They were placed on the top of 
the hills, and the train was hauled up 
the hillorlet down, by a strong ropo. 
‘The brakemen used hand-levers to stop 
or check the train, The first steam 
railroad passenger train was run on 
this road in 1831, The engine was nam- 
ed John Bull, It was imported from 
England ; its welght was four tons, 
The engineer was John Hampson, an 
Englishman, Among the fifteen pass- 
engers who rode in the two coaches 
were James Alexander, president Com- 
mercial Bank ; Charles E, Dudley, of 
the Dudley observatory ; Jacob Hays, 
high constable of New York; ex-Gov. 
Joseph C, Yates and Thurlow Weed,

London, July 4.—Mr. Gladstone's pro- 
mised letter to hin Midlothian conatitu- 
ents yesterday regarding his retirement 
from political life was publishea to- 
day.

taken In the mass, have been in the di- 
rection of true and beneficial progress, 

“An overwhelming proportion of the 
reforms within thin period have been 
effected by the direct action of the Lib- 
oral party and by the direct action of 
such statesmen as Peel and Canning, 
who were ever ready to moet odium or 
to forfelt power for the public good. In 
all of the fifteen parliaments in which 
I have served, the prople of Scotland 
have decidedly expressed thetr conyic- 
tons in favor of this wise and temper- 
ate policy, and I trust that the electors 
of Midlothian will continue to lead the 
people of Scotland in the future as they 
have in the past.” 

Lord Rosebery has written a letter to 
the secretary of the Midloth Liberal 
Association, in which he saya: “The 
late Government was overthrown by a 
vote of censure which was petty, but 
fatal.

However, having come so far, 
determined not to be baylked, and fa- 
ally started out with a party of In- 
dians driving ix dog trains, The In- 
diang trading at Resolution are the 
Dog Ribs from the far north, and the 
Yellow Knives, who occupy the country 


around and east of Resoludon, These 
latter have been the guides of travelers 
of recent yeam, but Mr. Whitney’s 


party wero Dog Ribs, under the lead- 
ership of a very reliable chief with a 
Very dificult name, ‘The route of travel 
lay from Resolution across Great Slave 


Lake and still northward, passing to 
tue east of Fort Rue without seeing it, 
and golng twelve days’ travel beyond 


the last wood Into the true Barren 
Grounds, which took the party some 
distance inside the Arette Circle, 

On the way Mr. Whitney saw four 
wmall bands of the musk ox and shot 
six bulls, the heads of which he was 
successful in getting back to Resolu- 
tion, having taken an extra dog tralo 


for the purpose, The true Barren 
Grounds are a treeless, shrubless, 
sharply undulating country, with a 


great deal of Irregular rock showing on 
the ridges, a region without a redeem- 
ing feature of appearance, resource or 
climate, and yet where an animal of the 
cow kind can support life, There are 
several Kinds of moss growing on the 
rocks of this region and on the ground, 
and the moss Js the food of the musk 
ox. There is always enough of the rock 
bare of snow to carry sufficient mous 
for their winter support. ‘They are very 
wild, but are easily brought to bay 
with dogs, which they evidently take 
for wolves, and mass themselves In sold 
bodies to resist. They then fall an ecsy 
prey: to the hunters 

The weather on the Barren Grounds 
Whitney desciibes as simply ter- 
high wind all the time packing 


the snow hard, accompanied by the 
tiost intense cold, ranging from 40 to 
To degrees below zero, Apml Js the 


season during which the Indians gener- 
ally go to the Barren Grounds to hunt 
the musk ox, when the weather has 
moderated somewhat, and there is a 
certainty of a let-up sometime. To go 
in February is very unusual, and hence 
Mr. Whitney's difficulty in securing a 
party, After his return he decidea 
that the interpreter he had engaged 
and who had backed out of going had 
shown a commendable discretion, The 
horros of » trip day after day, through 
the bitter wind and cold, with no shel- 
ter and no wood that could make a fre 
at which a man could warm himself, 
never getting even moderately warm, 
either day or night, or getting a warm, 
well-cooked meal, with the danger of 
actual starvation always at hand, may 
be imagined, but would have to be felt 
to be thoroughly understood, 

The only fire the party used during 
thelr trip of 24 days on the true Barren 
Grounds was made from wood carried 
on the dog sleighs, just enough to boll 
the kettle and warm the fingers, but 
never enough to warm the bodies of the 
travelers, The round trip from Fort 
Resolution occupied something over 50 
days, so that Mr, Whitney got back In 
April, recrossing Great Slave Lake on 
solld ice, ‘

The round trip from Fort 
Resolution occupied something over 50 
days, so that Mr. Whitney got back In 
April, recrossing Great Slave Lake on

Fr.n h statistician h 
himself loose on the subje ft wasted 
words and letters, The French and Eng- 
lish Janguoges are, as he proves with 
many figures, especially open to criti- 
éism in this matter, and money ts lost 
every year by lack of verbal economy. 
The French language contains 13 per 
cent. of useless letters, There are 6800 
journals published in the language, and 
they print 108,000,000,000 letters every 
year, so that 14,200,000,000 words are 
printed, not because they are needed, 
but because they have come to be used 
in the French language as it \s spoken. 
The writer computes that $1,988,000 ts 
the annual cost of this useless expendi- 
ture of printers’ ink In France alone. 

Of journals printed in the English 
language, there are 17,000, and they are 
larger. Twelve per cent. of our printed 
letters are skipped over by the tongues 
pronouncing the words, and so $7,000,000 
is thrown away. Useless letters, he goen 
on to say, fill up a large amount of 
spacé on paper, and In this way ts lost 
$15,600,000 among English-speaking peo- 
pte, and $3,600,000 In France. The time 
taken up in writing these useless let- 
ters, if estimated at $5 a day, per jour- 
naliat, js worth $4,500,000. Grand total, 
332,600,000.—Baltimore Sun,

In all the countries of Europe, in the 
United States and in the Dominion of 
Canada, there are, #0 far as recent and 
authentic figures show, 70,000,000 houses, 
There are 342,000 houses, some of them 
substantial affairs In the city of Tokio, 
Japan, one for every five people, so that 
the Japanese metropolis docs not suffer 
from overcrowding. 

New York has 115,000 houses,averag- 
ing elghteen residents to each, Lon- 
don, the greatest accumulation of in- 
habitants In the world, has 600,000 
houscs or seven residents in each on 
the average. London has increased in 
this respect very rapidly, for at the 
beginning of the present century the 
number of houses was only 130,000, little 
more than New York has at this pres- 
ent time. The population of London 
at that time (1800) was 960,000, It is 
now 4,200,000, So it has increased nearly 
five fold, but the number of houses has 
not increased In as large a ratio, Paris 
has 90,000 houses. At the close of the 
Franco-Prussian war it had 70,000, At 
the close of the Napoleonic wars it had 
28,000. The area of the city has been 
extended meanwhile, The average 

number of residents In a house in Paris 
is twenty-five, which is about 50 per 
cent. greater than In New York. ‘The 
majority of public buildings in Paris 
are utilized for purposes of residence, 
especially upon the top floors, whereas 
in New York scores of the buildings 
In every street down town are given | 
over exclusively to business purposes. 
In the square mile or more of the ter- 
ritory between Wall and Spruce streets 
and between Broadway and the East 
River, there were at the recent election 
only 430 voters, representing a total 
population of 1,750, 

In all computations of city population 
by houses Philadelphia ranks as a shin- 
ing example of a big town which has 
plenty of elbow room to expand in. Phil- 
adelphia, with a population in excess of 
1,000,000, has 187,000 houses, It is less 
densely populated than London, but not 
much less so.—New York Sun.

Children are 
the chief offenders in respect to this 
rule, and should be carefully watched 
and frequently cautioned, A daintiness 
as to the condition of the fruit should 
also be cultivated, to prevent its belong 
eaten unripe, or too old, or on the vers 
of decay, Remember that it ts sweet 
and ripe fruit, in prime condition only,

On the other hand, if a bill accept- 
able to them y not introduced, the 
resignation of the leading French Min- 
isters was threatened. It Is announc- 
ed seml-officially that the Government 
will prorogue the House In the hopes 
that a settlement may be reached ana 
another session held between now and 
the next general election to embody 
that settlement In legislation.”’ 

The revenue and expenditure state- 
ment for the fiscal year just closed was 
issued’ to-day, The total revenue for 
the 12 months was $33,119,485, and the 
expenditure $31,228,872, leaving a nomi- 
nal surplus of $1,890,612. It should be 
mentioned, however, that this does not 
represent the actual surplus of the 
year, as the accounts will not be en- 
tlrely closed for two months yet.

That Remedial Legislation Will 
Be Introduced, 


AT A SPECIAL WINTER SESSION 


If Manitoba Does Not Voluntarily 
Remove the Grievances, 


The Same Announcement Made in Noth 
Houses—This Immediately Followed by 
Au~ 


the Kumor That Me Onlmot, 
iad Mosigued 
the Delay Preneh-Cana~ 
dian Membors Abscnt Thomactyes From 


Ottawa, Ont., July 8—Not for a good 
many years has there been such ex- 
citement at the Capital aa has been 
noticeable to-day. That something ex- 
traordinary was about to happen was 
evidenced from the crowded state of 
the galleries in the Comm At the 
opening of the sitting representatives 
of the ultra-Protestant element of Ot- 
tawa and long-robed priests were there 
cheek by jJowl, anxlous to Know what 
decision had been come to by the Goy- 
ernment. ‘They had not long to watt. 

Mr, Laurier rose and reminded the 
leader of the House of his promise the 
other day to make a statement as to 
the course of public business, 

Mr. Foster thereupon, amid a most 
unusual stilInces, read the following 
announcement : 

“T destre to state that the Govern- 
ment has had under its consideration 
the reply of the Manitoba Legislature 
to the Remedial Order of the 2st of 
March, 1895, and, after careful delibera- 
tion, has arriyed at the following con- 
clusion; Though there may be differ- 
ences of opinion as to the exact mean- 
ing of the reply in question, the Goy- 
ernment believes that it may be inter- 
preted as holding out some hope of an 
amicable settlement of the Manitoba 
school question, on the basis of pos- 
sible action by the Manitoba Govern- 
ment and Logistatute ; and the Domin- 
fon Government is most unwilling to 
take any action which can be Interpre- 
ted as forestalling or precluding such a 
desirable consummation. The Govern- 
ment has also considered the dificul- 
tles to be met with in preparing and 
perfecting legislation on #0 important 
and intricate a question during the last 
hours of the session, The Government 
has, therefore, decided not to ask Par- 
Hament to deal with Remedial Legisla- 
tion during the present sion." 

A communication will be sent im- 
mediately to the Manitoba Govern- 
ment on the subject, with a ylew to as- 
certaining whether the Government 1s 
disposed to make a settlement of the 
question Which will be reasonably sat- 
Isfactory to the minority of the pro- 
vince, without making it necessary to 
call into requisition the powers of the 
Dominion Parliament. A session of the 
present Parliament will be called to- 
gether, to meet not later than the first 
Thursday of January next. If by that 
time the Manitoba Government falls to 
make a satisfactory arrangement to 
remedy the grievance of the minority,

evening. When some secularists and 
freethinkers attempted to give opennair 
addresses in the squares, they were driven 
away by the police, headed by the chiefs 
of the Morality Department, anda couple 
had their heads broken. | 
Sunday newspapers were, of course, | 
prohibited, and a few months ago, when 
a morning paper here publisheil an ac- 
count of a million dollar fire that started 
about 1 o'clock Sunday morning the 
proprictor was taken bofore apolice magis- 
trate and fined, One thing only the re~ 
strictionista were unable to do, to stop the 
Sunday boats to the island. The island 
is Toronto's principal pleasure resort in 
summer, and is frequented by thousands 
daily, while many citizens have summer 
residences there, The attemptto stop 
Sunday boate was unsuccessful, curiously 
enough, on the ground that the boats 
wero a necessity to convey island residents 
to the city to church. 

But what was thought to be the greatest 
victory was achieved when the restriction- 
ists attacked the saloons, The latter were 
compelled to close on Saturday eveaings 
at 7 o'clock, and on all other nights at 11 
o'clock. Ofcourse no liquor was per- 
mitted to be sold on Sunday, while hotels 
were allowed to serve guests only in their 
rooms. The effect of some of these mea- 
suree was hardly what was anticipated, 
and some persons believe that the results 
wore especially disastrous, from a moral 
point of view, in respect to the liquor 
traffic. The saloons having their hours 
of business so materially reduced, im- 
mediately commenced a flask traffic. 
Special flisks of liquor to sell at 25 cents, 
were made a feature in the saloons and 
had an enormous sale just before the 
hours of closing, oarticularly on Saturday 
evenings. The upshot was more drunken 
men and boys in the streets than ever, ! 
while a public holiday was usually made 
the occasion for a general debauch, 

Whiskey dens were opened and con: | 
docted secretely, so that while a ntranger 
in the city was unable to obtain refresh. 
ments, those who kaew the ropes were 


able to laugh at the efforts of the aut- 
horities to supress the illicit traffic, So, 
toc, Mayor Howland was defeated in his 


efforts to do away with disorderly houses, 
While the known places wero closed up, | 
the inmates were scattered all over the | 
city, and it is not an exaggeration to say | 
that respectaple women found it unsafe to

appear on the principal streets at olght 
without an escort The rato of illegiti- 
macy increased rapidly, too, till at the

“If we convert our Sabbath into a day 
of amusement and pleasure, as suggested, 
the liws will no longer be so rigidly re- 
sprotes, the churebes will no longer be 
thronged with devout worshippers, the 
tavern would ont loog be silent and a wel- 
come retreat for weary travellers, and 
loafing would soon cease to be a disgrace. 
Fences and street cornsrs would bs con- 
trivances for the lazy, the corious, an{ 
the insulung. The grogshops would soon 
be noisy, the jail full, and the church com- 
paratively silont, Tne parks on Sunday 
woull be scenes of confusion, and the 
day would probably ecd in rows, drunken, 
illegal, boisterous, and brutal, We have 
the record of the American cities where 
such scenes take place. Or if we convert 
our city into any state of commercial ac 
tivity, however limited, then I ask what 
better aro we than those who suffered 
expulsion from the Temple by our Lurd 
Jesus Christ in former days? Let us 
remember that all the bankruptcies of 
commerce are harmless compared with 
brok:uptoy of public morals.”

graceful extravagence has come to light 
that when the box holders koow of it 
will not tend to improve the grace with 
which they pass over the otherfifty cents. 

Some time ago Mr. Kotcheson the mail 
clerk between here and Peterbo, wrote 
thedepariment that he had not muchto do 
and cffered for the mileage to carry tho 
mail beyond Petorboro and be back in time 
to bring them back on the 4.16 train, 
This would have saved a clerk’s salary, 
but the government wouldn’ do it. Some 
time after a goveroment supporter wanted 
to get hisson on and Mr. Ketcheson put 
in for an assistant, ‘This wasin the eyes 
of the goveroment another natter entirely 
and the assistant was appointed, so that 
now there are three clerks doing the work 
between here and Peterboro that one maa 
offered to do buta little time ago.

Ottawa, Ont, July 9%—If anything, 
the political situation to-night Is more 
nggravated than it was yemterday. 
Within the next 48 hours, however, the 
climax will have been reached and 
the country will know whether or not 
the diMculty BM#s been tided over or 
the Ministry go under, The position 
of affairs is critical in the extreme, 
Some Conservatives pretend to say 
that everything will come out all right, 
but an unconciliatory spirit appears to 
prevail which bodes ill. 

There was an exciting half-hour in 
the House this afternoon, but for an- 
other day at least the public will be 
deprived of an official announcement re- 
specting the present crisis and the rea- 
sons which haye led up to it. Your’cor- 
respondent, however, Js in a position 
to give what may be relied upon as an 
accurate statement of the position of 
affairs which led to the resignation of 
Mr. Angers and the practical with- 
drawal from the Cabinet of the two 
other Ministers, Mr, Oulmet and Sir A. 
P. Caron, 

In drawing up at the Cabinet meet- 
Ing the ofMfcial statement which wae 
read In both Houses yesterday, the three 
French Ministers desired a pledge In- 
werted in it that not simply Remedial 
Legislation would be introduced into 
Parliament next session, but that such 
Legislation should take the form of the 
re-establishmgnt of Catholic Separate 
Schools. The French Ministers conced- 
ed that no big} could be passed this ses- 
sion, but they desired the positive 
pledge before the country that Separ- 
ate Schools would be re-est biished. 
They were outvoted in the Cabinet, and 
this led to a change of base on the part 
of the Quebec representatives, They 
did not hesitate to say that their col- 
leagues were not keeping good faith 
with them, and they therefore asked 
that the promise, such as it was, given 
in the offictal announcement, should be 
embodied in a private document to be 
retained by them and signed by all the 
Ministers. In this they were 
again outvoted, or, to put the matter 
plainly, the request was refused, Then 
the French Ministers asked for 24 hours* 
grace before the official announcement 
was made in Parliament, in order that 
they might have an opportunity of con- 
sulting thelr supporters from the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, In this request, also, 
they were disappointed. The result 
was the resignation of Mr. Angers and 
the practical resignations of Sir A. P, 
Caron and Mr. Oulmet, 

Negotiations have been in progress 
a) day with a view of bridging over 
the difficulty, and it is reported that 
some headway was made, but your cor- 
respondent has reason to believe that 
the contrary Is the case. Indeed, it is 
asserted Jate to-night that, tn view of 
the action of thelr colleagues, the 
French Ministers will not now be sat- 
isfled to come into line again unless « 
Remedial Bill be actually introduced 
and passed this session. If thin state- 
ment be correct, something Is going to 
drop within a very few hours, The 
Premier, who during these trying days 
has adopted a most conciliatory spirit, 
is sald to have gone so far as to offer 
to have Introduced the draft measure 
submitted by Mr, Ewart, as counsel for 
the Catholic minority, some weeks ago, 
have it read the first time, and then 
Glow it to stand until next session. Sir 
Adolphe and Mr, Oulmet were reported 
to be satisfed with this promise, but 
Mr, Angers, Senator Landry, Mr. T. C. 
Chapais (Sir Hector Langevin’s son- 
in-law, who has been here some days), 
and other ultramontanes are not satis- 
fied 

There have been many conferences 
during the day among the principals 
to the situation, His Excellency the 
Governor-General and Lady Aberdeen 
arrived here this morning, and made 
the Russell House their headquarters 
on thelr present fying visit. 


During the day the Premier had a 
long cont nee with His Ex lency, 
and Jn the afternoon the three Freneh 


Ministers also talked over the situa- 
tion with Lord Aberdeen 


It is with- 
out doubt the desire of His Excellency 
- endeavor to bring about an amicable 
settlement of the matter, but no far 
his efforts have not been successful, 
Despite announcements that have 


been made, there has been no caucus

In the letter 
Mr. Huxley also declared that he him- 
self firat Introduced the name of ag- 
nostic into modern philosophical dis- 
cussion, 

In the yolume of collected essays by 
Professor Huxley, recently published 
under the title “Scientific and Chrin- 
tan Traditions," we have the last di- 
rect utterance from the militant old 
scientist on the question of his conclu- 
sions os to the reasonableness of tho 
Christian faith, The book is a com- 
pendium of the scatterfd essays, writ- 
ten at varlous times during his life 
on tho subject In question, Among 
the subjects are science and pseudo 
science, sclentific and pseudo sclentitic 
reallsm, the value of witness to the 
miraculous, possibilities and impossl- 
bilities, agnosticism and Christanity, 
the keepers of the herd of swine, and 
illustrations of Mr, Gladstone’s contro- 
versal methods. A preface to the work, 
written as recently as December 4, 
1893, contains many of the author's 
latest conclusions and the new expres-

Henley-on-Thames, July 10,—The secont 
day of the Honloy regatta opoued with 
fine weather and was marked by a large 
Attendauce of many permons who wero 
vod in London yesterday.

BANCROFT. 


Died near the village of Banoroft on the 
7th inst., Alfred Onester Barker in the 70th 
year of hisage, Mr. Barker w. the 

reat grandson of a celebrated officer of 
the Chester family of the tima of Queen 
Ano ; who commanded under tte renown~ 
Iborough in 
all his celebrated campaigns, gnd was also 
engaged in the battle of Cullcden, Sir 
Walter Scott's; “Charge Chester charge, 
on Stanley, on,” refers to one ofthese an- 
cestora of the Northumberland family. 
Mr. Barker emigrated to this country in 
1855, and was the first settler to take up 
land on the Hastings Road north of Glass- 
mire, then called Beacon Creek, about 80 
miles north of theCity of Belleville. He was 
fortunate in securing a fine location, and 
has resided thereon ever since, bravely 
faciog all the difficulties of a pioneer ia 
such a then remote district, He held the 
office of Township Clerk for the Township 
of Dungapuon and Faraday trom their in~ 
corporation, and served in the same capa- 
city tor the two municipalities after their 
seperation up to the timeof his decease, 
aud fron his extensive correspondence and 
genial disposition he was well known and 
respected through the County of Hastings. 
Being superior new »paper correspondent 
he for many years supplied articles to dif- 
ferent papers under the signature of 
“Sylvanus.” On Sunday morning last he 
was seized with paralysis and heart failure, 
and expired the evening of the same night 
thot his sister, Mrs. Jas, Clark died exact» 
ly 12 months before. By good fortune his 
only remaining sister, Mrs, Jno. Newton, 
of Hungerford being out ona visit was 
present at the time. 
It appears as though some parts of the 
County of Hastings were likely to assume 
the aspect of the Sahara Desert, as the 
long continued drought is fast drying vp 
the crops generally.

‘The old river- 
drivers have been surprised this year by 
the introduction of a new foroe to aid their 
operations, in the shape of a vessel term- 
ed an alligator, This craft oan boom logs 
and timber r pidly to any point required, 
and when necessary will run overevery 
saw log in the way, and crawl up over the 
land to other lakes or streams where need- 
ed. This ambitious saurian is said to have 
cost $4,000, and that she will more than 
clear her cost the first year, as one im~ 
mente lot of logs in the usual way would 
not have been got down until next year, 
which are now on their way through with 
the rest, 

The Irondale Railway is approaching 
Banoroft; there is however some talk of 
its crossing about four miles north of here 
on account of the Township refusing to 
bonus the line,to do which the people 
thought themselves to be too poor. As 
such a division wouldtake the line through 
Townships that also refused a boous, and 
anit would be more dificult to locate 
through tbe hills, and as it would 
also require the additional and unnecessary 
cost of $75.090.n the erection of a couple 
of bridges, as well as loose the Bancroft 
trace, such a breach of charter is not 
probable,

Lhe charac 
teristics of this model are a firm, clear 
entrance of the oar into the water; a 
powerful, steady and horizontal atroke ; a 
feather, quick, low, but sufficiently high 
to clear the water, The oaremsn, having 
takeu his oars, in hand, should step into 
the boat, laying tae blade of his oar in the 
water, seat himself gently, square and ex- 
actly opposite the handles of nis oars, and 
uot askew. The body should be erect, 
shoulders thrown slightly back, and the 
elbows close to the flinks 

The oars should be held firmly but light- 
lyf in the hands, the grip bing the 
fingers only, In rewing or soulling, as 
this exercise is sometimes called, it isa 
mere matter of fan y which hand is held 
uppermost, some preferring the right hand 
others the left, the oars overlapping. 
The great points to be borne in mind are 
to sit upright, to reach out over the toes, 
dropping the body betwesn che knees, 
which should cpeo out asthe arme stretch 
forward ; to geta firm hold of the water 
at the the mem-nt of contact, and to lift 
the boat over the water with the first part 
of the stroke. The elbows snould be 
kept close to the flanks, the body should 
not fall back too far, the blades of the 
sculls should clear the water when on the 
feather, andthe pick-upof the body on 
the recovery should be rapid. The entry 
Of the oar into the water can nob be too 
sudden nor too decided, provided it be nob 
with a chop or splash, and for this purpose 
the muscles of the arms should be gather 
ing themselves together as the arms 
reach forward, ‘The position we come to 
now is most important, the immersion of 
the blade. While some contend that the 
blade should descend at rnght angles to 
tne water, a far superior position is to have 
the blade form a little less tbana right 
angle, enabling the oar to take full and 
square hold of the water at once. 

In the traverse through the water the 
blade of the oar should be barely covered 
—neither more nor less—and in this po- 
sition it should continue until the hands 
are up tothe chest, when the stroke is 
concluded and the feather commences. 
When bringing the stroke to an end, the 
blade of the oar, by a sudden dropping of 
the hands and turning of the wrists, is 
feathered, i.e. brought into a position 
parralel with the sorface ot the water, 
ready for the recovery. These component 
parts of the stroke should be so blended 
as to seem but one action, 

A rowboat may be brought to an almost 
full stop, even when going at full speed, 
by dropping the blades down under the 
water and holding them rigid in that 
position, 

To torn in the water, all that is neces. 
sary is to immorse the blades and back 
water with one, while pulling with the 
other. Backing water is accomplished 
with a stroke the direct reverse of that 
used in prop.iling the boat. When the 
sculls are not in use, they should be laid 

flat on the water, to preserve the equili-

HOVs NURDEK THEI MOTHER. 


Incredible Crime of Two Lads of 11 and 
13 Years 

London, July 18—A most horrible 
case of juvenile depravity and brutall- 
ty came to light in Plaistow, an east- 
ern suburb of London, this morning. 
Two boys named Combes, aged respec- 
tively 1% and 11 years, were brought 
before a magistrate upon the charge of 
having murdered thelr mother, and the 
accusation was substantiated by thelr 
own confession of the crime. 

The boys killed their mother by stab- 
bing her through the heart, ten days 
| ngo, since which time they have occu- 
pled the house alone with the woman's 
fast decomposing body. The husband 
of the murdered woman and father of 
the two boys isa ship's purser, and 1s 
absent from home on a fea voya 
‘The house was well furnished, and pos- 
seased all the requirements of A com- 
fortable home, | 

After the boys committed thelr 
crime they pawned a number of valu- 
ables they found In the house, and pro- 
ceeded to enjoy themselves by taking 
trips to various places on the river, and 
in the Interim visiting cricket grounds 
and indulging In other forms of amuse- 
ment, When they were arrested they 
were playing cards In the house con- 
taining the decomposed corpse of thelr 
mother, in company with a half-witted 
man, and apparently getting the high- 
est degree of enjoyment from their 
pastime, despite the stench which per- } 
vaded the rooms. ‘ 

‘The magistrate was astounded at the 
developments of the cas¢ and amazed | 
ft the cool demeanor of the boys. Hé 
declared that he could not belleve the 
younger sane, and reminded them, 
pending thelr mental examinations, 
‘The minds of the boys seem to haye 
been upset by reading novels which 
made heroes of cutthroats, robbers and 

the like, The crime has created a great 
sensation In London.

An Interesting feature of the St. 
Louis, but one which” has not been 
touched upon, is the cost of maintain- 
Ing her, She ts a little clty or munici- 
pality In herself, the captain being tho 
Mayor, and the officer’ the Board of 
Aldermen. The agents of the big ocean 
linors are Inclined to be shy about 
talking of the expense of their steamers 
as the rivalry between the different 
lines Is so intense that none of them 
care to give out information which 
may be business ammunition for an- 
other. Clement A. Griacom, jr., son of 
the president of the ling, controlling 
tue St, Louls, however, agreed to give 
some figures on the question, when seen 
by the writer, He figured for some 
time, and then said that the expense 
of the round trip of a steamer like the 
St. Louls, averages betwoen $60,000 and 
$80,000, according to the ncason, 

This ts the busfest time of the year 
for the big Hners, and when the St. 
Louls gets back from Southampton her 
maiden voyage both ways across the 
Atlantio will have cost fully $80,000. 
The voyage between the two ports will 
take a trifle more than seven days, ! 
making the daily cost of operating one 
of these hugh sea monsters something 
like $5,500. In the winter time, when 
the passenger trade is down to a min- 
fmum, the expenags, of course, are 
much less, and that ts when the coat 
gets down to $60,000 for the round trip, 
Men who spend $10,000 a month on a 
wtoam yacht, as Commodore Eldridge 
. Gerry docs, are regarded as terribly 
extravagant, but maintaining q vessel 
like the St. Louis for a month would 
cost something approaching the sum of 
$200,000. 

No single individual on the St. Loul= 
rets a large salary, Of course the 
captain heads the list, getting about 
$6,000 a year. Captains on smaller pas- 
wenger steamers only receive $3,000 a 
year, which In these times of great sal- 
aries Is not any too large, The chief 
officer of a ship like the St. Louis gets 
only about $1,500, which Is somewhat 
small when it is remembered that the 
bulk of the heavy work falls upon his 
shoulders. The second officer's pay 
ranges from $900 to $1,200, according to 
the size of the ship, while the third 
officers only get from $600 to $900, All 
of these men have to perform duties 
of a responsible kind, and as there are 
no bonuses attached to their work, it 
can be seen that they are not over- 
pald, These {tema also show that while 
the vast sums of money are expended 
on running ships of the size of the St. 
Louls, none of it is thrown away. 

The crew of the St. Louls numbers 
410 men. ‘Two hundred of these are in 
the engineer's department, and al) of 
them ure directly under the authority 
of the chief, The steward’s depart~ 
ment is the next largest, numbering 
70 in all. The sailors, including the 
deck officers, number 40. ‘Tho engins 
eer'a department is the most expensive 
of the ship, owing to the immense coal 
bills, The St. Louls burns more than 
300 tons a day, or about 4,500 tons the 
round trip, This meuns an expenditure 
of $15,000 alone, The salaries of the men, 
the engineering supplies, Including the 
thousand and one things needed for 
the vast machinery of a great ship, call 
for $5,000 more every round trip. 

The chief engin draws 33000 a 
year, and his immediate assistants re- 
celve $1,600, $1,200, and $1,000 respective- 
ly. ‘The stokers or firemen ayera 
‘bout $30 per month, and the furnaces 
of the St. Loulg require 180 of them 
working in different shifts, 

The purser, who ts the most Import- 
ant person an board, does not get much 
in the way of a salery, as the com- 
pany, In fixtng his pay, figured on the 
bonuses he recelves for chang- 
money and preforming the little

The proyisions for q round 
trip cost In the neighborhood of $12 

000, and the salaries of the steward 

men amount to $3,000 more. The Btew- 
ards are the least paid of any on the 
ship, for the reason that in the fees 
of the passengors they collet a very 
respectable sum annually, Al the pay 
they get is $20 a month, but they take 
In $40 a month in tips. The down- 


right seasick man and woman ale 
most willing to glye their last cent for

years ago, The sarcophagus which 
contained the mummy and case in 
which the parents of these peas were 
found was discovered In a cave tomb 
situated In the valley of the Kings at 
Avsascef, which |s about an hours’ ride 
west from the Nile at Thebes. The dis- 
covery was made by a party of five 
gentlemen, consisting of two Ameri- 
cans, two Cambridge students and the 
cousin of the lady from whom the spec- 
imen peas now growing at Bromley 
were obtained. 

The inscription went to show that 
the person entombed was Memptah, a 
younger son of User-Khepara-Ra (Set) 
IL), son of Rameses IL., founder of the 
eighteenth dynasty, Prince Memptah 
existed about 1,270 B.C. The valley in 
which this tomb was disc ed in the 
old burying place of the Theban kings 
‘of the seventecth and elghteenth dynas- 
‘ties, and most of the tombs are remark- 
able not so much for their size as for 
‘their exquisite beauty. All of these two 
races of kings were buried in this val- 
ley, but only about one-half the num- 
‘ber buried (about forty tn’ all) have yet 
‘been discovered. The peas are much 
‘smaller than those of the present day, 
}a fact which Is possibly evidence of the 
/improvement which has taken place In 
the cultivation In the modest interval 
| of 3,000 years.

How Aye Men Went Down to Death one by 
one to Save Oth 
(London Spectator, July 6th) 

On Monday, o laborer named Arthur 
Rutter had occasion to godowo a well 
connected with 9 sewageepumping station 
at}East Ham to oorry out certain cleans- 
ing operations. The descent was accom- 
plished by an iron ladder, He had barely 
reached the bottom when it was seen ho 
disappeared into the wat A map nam: 
ed Digby, who was on the spot, at once 
came to the 1escue,and went down the 
He also succumbed to the gas 
and disappeared, Mr. Mills, tho citief 
engineer, apprised of what had 
happened, then went through this 
veritable gate of death. His fate 
was that of the others, A fourth maa, 
Durrant, followed in his foutsteps and 
died also, A filth man, Jones, then faced 
a risk which the bravest man might have 
refused as useless, Though he was not 
actually suffocated, the gas having pre- 
sumably become lvss deadly in its nature, 
he was unable citherto help the others 
or to get back himself. It was then that 
a workman named Herbert Worman of- 
fered to go down, and though he was 
well aware of what was before him, Four 
times he tried to decend, and on the 
fourth was able to get Jones to the - 
face alive, though in so terriolo a state 
of prostration that he died the same even 
ing. Laver, Worman, succeeded in bring- 
ing tothe surface threo of the bodies 
We shall not try to put into words what 
we feel of the five men who thus one by 
one and alone, faced death inits most 
appalling form, The rush to carry a 
breach ia child’s play to such heroism, 
for then men fight a visible enemy shoul« 
der to shoulder on a splendid theatre 
and with much to gain, Here there was 
nothing but du'y in its barest, grimmeat 
Wo trust that the subscription 
which is being raised will not only provide 
snough for the families of the dead men, 
but give Worman no grudging reward, 
It is to be noted that he was a private in- 
dividual, and not a fellow workman of the 
five men he went down to save.

But while T have sald IT do not think 
it is possible for us to commit the par- 
ticular sin spoken of in the first text, 
I have by reason of the second text to 
call your attention to the fact that 
there are sins which, though they may 
be pardoned, are in some respects irre- 
vooable, and you can find no place for 
repentance, though you seck it care- 
fully with tears. Esau had a birth- 
right given him. In olden times it 
meant not only temporal but spiritual 
blessing, One day Feau took this birth- 
right and traded it for something to 
eat, Oh, the folly! But Jet us not be 
too severe upon him, for some of us 
have committed the same folly, After 
he had made the trade he wanted to 
get ft back. Just as though you, to- 
morrow morning, should take all your 
notes and bonds and government ee- 
curitles and should go into a restaur- 
ent and in @ fit of recklessness and 
hunger throw all those securities on 
the counter and ask for a plate of 
food, making that exohunge, This was 
the one Esau made. He rold bis birth. ' 
right for a mess of pottage, and he was 
very sorry about it afterward, but “he 
found no place for repentance, though 
be sought it carefully with tears.” 

There ts an impression in almost 
every man's mind that somewhere In 
the future there will be a chance where 
he can correct all his mistakes. Live 
as we may, if we only repent in time, 
God will forgive us, and then all will 
be as though we had never committed 
sin. My discourse shall come in colll 
sion with that theory. I shall show, 
u, my friends, as God will help me, 
that there is such a thing as unsuccess 
ful repentance; that there are things 
done wrong that always stay wrong, 
and for them you may acek some plice 
of repentance and seek It carefully, but 
never find It :

In this same category of Irrevocable 
mistakes I put all porental neglect, We 
begin the education of our children too 
late. By the time they get to be 10 or 
16 we wako up to our mistakes and try 
fo eradicate this bad habit and change 
that, but It Is too late. The parent who 
omits, in the firat ten years of the 
child's life, to make an eternal impres- 
sion for Chriat, never makes It, The 
ehild will probably go on with all the 
disadvantages, which might have been 
avoided by paternal faithfulness, Now 
you what a mistake that father or 
mother makes who puts off to late life 
adherence to Christ. Here is @ man, 
who at 60 years of age says to you, “I 
must be a Christian,” and he ylelds hiv 
heart to God and sits in the place of 
prayer to-day a Christian. None of 
us can doubt it. He goes home and he 
soys: “Here at 50 years of age I have 
given my heart to the Saviour, Now 
I must establish a family altar.” What? 
Where are your children now ? One tn 
Boston: another In Cinoinnatl; another 
In New Orleans, and you. my brother, 
at your fittleth year going to estab: 
lish your family altar? Very well; 
better late than never, but alas, alas, 
that you did not do it 25 years ago. 

When I was in Chamoun, Switser- 
Jand, T saw In the windows of one of 
the shops @ picture that Impressed my 
mind very much, It was a picture of 
an accident that occurred on the side 
of one of the Swits mountains, A com- 
pany of travelers, with guides, went 
up some very steep places—p tees which 
but few travelers attempted to go up. 
They were, as all travelers are there, 
fastened together with cords at the 
waist, so that if one slipped, the rope 
would hold him-the rope fastened to 
the others, Passing along the most 
dangerous point, one of the guldes 
slipped, and they all started down the 
precipice, but after awhile one more 
muscular than the rest struck his hee! 
Into the Ice and stopped, but the rope 
broke and down, hundreds and thou- 
wands of feet, the rest went, 

And #0 I see whole families bound to- 
gether by tles of affection, and In many 
cases walking on slippery places of 
worldliness and sin.

In describing the sce connected 
with M, Stambuloff’s funeral, the same 
Journal says that educated people were 
going about the atreets of Sofia calling 
upon the public to curse Stambuloft’s 
body for the last time. 

The Russian press, after commenting 
with tact and dignity upon the assasal- 
nation of M. Stambuloff, speaks con- 
tempflously of the implacable hostility 
shown to Russia by the journals of 
England, Germany, Austria and Italy 
In blaming this country for an outrage 
to which it was quite a stranger. 


Milaroff was one of 18 prisoners tried 
at Sofia In 1892 for complicity in a num. 
ber of different plots which culminated 
in the murder of the Bulgarian Minis- 
ter, Beltcheff. Milaroff, who had been 
one of those concerned in the kidnap- 
ping of Prince Alexander, was convict- 
ed of having conspired with a hos- 
tile Government—namely, that of Rus- 
sia—of having plotted the murder of 
Prince Ferdinand, and of arming Bul- 
garlan subjecta for purposes of sedi- 
tion ond murder. He was condemned 
to death, and was executed July 27.

bade good-by to bie wife and two “litte 
sous before leaving for hia sbip, which 
waa to sail the next day. 

The two bays wore Robert, aged 13, 
nnd Nathaniol, agod 1, boy were both 
bright boys, the elder wonsually, ao, In 
school he waa far in advance of any boy 
of his nyo, and ho waa a great redder of 
all the novels, good aud’ bad, be! could lay 
hie hands on. Both boy# had a ‘large 
amount of indopwndence, and when the 
father was tolling thom good-by he wald: 

“Boys, take good) care of mother.” 

How’ his mons obeyed his injunction tho 
{athor did not know until the France waa 
boarded yesterday morning at Quaran- 
tine by Capt. Goorgy Waldie of pilot boat 
Caldwell H. 18, Thon he learned 
that the boya, according to despatches 
published bore, had stabbed their mother 
to death on July 8, and bad lived in the

When Capt, Waldie boarded the ship, 
Coombs waa chatting with some passen- 
gers, who wero thanking him for the 
courtesy shown to them on the voyage. 
When the pilot’ story waa told, the 
steward, who tnd listened Jike o mau iu 
4 truce, turned slowly away and went 
below. where he remained until the 
stenmer reached her pier, Thon he came 
on deck gain. His face waa so pale aud 
haggard that the officers of the France 
could bardly believe that he was tho 
man whom they had known #o long. 

“My eldest boy had an enormous brain,” 
he waid, “aud Iwas informed by my 
family physician that he mvyat be care- 
fully watched, There was always somo- 
thing peculiar about him. The half-wit- 
ted man, John Fox, who ia assoclated with 
the boys in this terrible crime, in re- 
epousible for it.

Stories of murdera seemed to have ao 
fascination for him, Que time, I remem- 
ber, a man of the name of Reed com - 
mitted o murder in Loudon, The papers 
were filled with details of the crime, 
which was particularly revolting. The 
boy read everything he could find that 
Gave any account of the murder, and 
theu he ran away to London to see Lf 
ho could not get a look at the murderer. 
When he came back we took him to a 
noted brain specialist in London, who 
Gaye os his opinion that the boy's skull 
was too small for the wise of the brain 
it contained. He said there was not 
room for the brain tissue to expand, and 
that accounted for the lad’s eccentrici- 
ties, as yoll as for his periods of phenom:

To check the Influx Into the country 
of forelgn laborers, the French Goy- 
ernment has adopted a series of strin- 
kent meanures, the chief of them being 
compulsory naturnization and com- 
pulsory service in the army for all the 
foreigners who are unable to prove that 
they have complied with the laws reg- 
ulating military service In the land 
of their birth. It is now contended that 
these naturalized French subjects are 
a social ond a political danger, and that, 
although naturalization has, in many 
cases, been forced on them, they should 
be debarred of the political and social 
advantages which should accrue from 
the acquisition of French nationality,

another proof of positive identif- 
cation of the bodies as those of Etta 
Alice and Nellie Pitezel, 

Mr. Armbrust also told of the dis- 
covery in different parts of the house 
of fragments of clothing, interwoven 
with straw, and partially burned, sup- 
posed to be remnants of the clothing 
of the murdered girls which Holmes 
had endeavored to dispose of by burn- 
Ing. One pair of girl's button boots, 
and one odd boot, were found In the 
wood-box, 

Other witnesses had been summoned, 
but they did not answer when their 
names were called. Mr, Dewart thought 
sufficient evidence had been submitted 
and said he would not wait for the 
who were absent, 

In opening his address, Coroner John- 
son sald the exact time of Alice's death 
could not be ascertained. She was seen 
alive on the morning of October 25, and 
nothing more was heard of her until 
her body was found. Where whe met 
her death was at once apparent

and Holmes to carry the mysterious 
trunks into the building was on hand 
during the consultation, Druggist 
Davis suggested a theory that the 
bones were too small to be a part of 
the skeleton of elther of the Williams 
girls, and he at once declared his own 
bellef to be that they were o section of 
the remains of Mra, Connor's little girl, 
who disappeared when seven or elght 
years of age. 

Besides the finding of the supposed 
remains the detectives are to-night 
congratulating themselves on another 
matter which hardly seems lesa import- 
ant. This is the finding of two Janitors, 
Joe Owens of Bluffton, Ohio, and Pat- 
tick Quinlan of Evanston, who were 
formerly In the employ of Holmes. Both 
men were at the Holmes building this 
afternoon, They were taken down into 
the cellar where the bones were found 
and asked what they knew about the 
matter, but both stoutly maintained 
thelr complete ignorance of the whole 
affair. 

Quinlan acted like a man who was 
badly scared, but Owens did not seem 
much disturbed, Both these men were 
employed at the Holmes bullding in 
1893, the year the Williams girls are 
supposed to have been murdered. 
Owens was the regular janitor of the 
building, while Quinlan was a sort of 
Juck-of-all-trades, turning his hand to 
any kind of work which came up for 
him to do, and Holmes with his many 
queer schemes kept him constantly 
busy. While neither man was placed 
under arrest, both are under pollo 
surveillance. At present the detectives 
have nothing on which to hold them 
except the strong suspicion that the 
men could tell considerable about the 
doings of Holmes if they desired) An 
examination of the men was made late 
this afternoon, Quinlan would say 
nothing, but Owens talked freely. 

In regard to the mysterious box, 
which by many was supposed to have 
been used by Holmes as a receptacle 
for the bodies of the Williams girls, 
Owens sald: "I helped Holmes and 
Pitezel to carry the trunk from the 
depot in August, 1893, about the middle 
of the month, In vember, 1803, In 
conversation with me about the insur- 
ance, Holmes told me he wanted to 
keep the Williams girl in hiding so that 
he did net want her to be seen by any 
of the insurance people, and that he 
could telegraph and get $10,000 any time, 
About the last of November or the firat 
of December, 1893, I assisted Holmes 
to establish the firm of Campbell, Yates 
& Co, for the purpose of getting In- 
surance on the bullding at the south- 


West corner of OSrd and Wallace- 
streets, which Insurance he received 
about November, 1893. Holmes came 


to me and instructed me to represent 
to the Insurance compunies that T was 
the secretary of the company, which I 


did, and I also took an amidavit to 
that effect. I also represented that I 
had met Yates and received stock from 
him. He also Instructed me to make 
the statement then that I had met 
Minnie Willama, which I did. He In- 
duced me to make these statements 
by promiuing me my back wages, and 


by bis hypnotizing ways. While 1 was 
with him I was always under his con- 
trol.

The Dia- 
trict Attorney has evinced his deter- 
mination to put Holmes on trial In 
Philadelphia for murder, but it Is a 
well-known fact that has not yet 
secured sufficlent evidence to convict 
him, “It {s not very clear how the find- 


Ing of the body of Howard will affect | 


“the murder of his father, but the fact 
remains that Holmes will not be tried 
until the body of the boy Is found: 

The authorities are hourly expecting 
some startling developments to take 
place in the Holmes case, but they 
have not ygt materialized, The sudden 
transfer of Geyer’s searches from De- 
troit to Indianapolis ls said to be the 
result of a positive clue which was re- 
cently discovered In that city, The 
District Attorney has considerable evi- 
dence in his possession connecting 
Holmes with the murder of Pitezel, but 
his darkness as to the whereabouts of 
Howard leaves the strongest fink in 
the chain of circumstantial eyidence 
that encircles Holmes’ neck. 

It was learned yesterday that, should

A light yoar in the 
distance Uhat light, moving at the rate 
of 186,300 miles per second, travels in 
one year. This amounts jn round num- 
bers to 6,880,000,000,000 miles. The dis- 
{ance of Alpha Centauri in 4.36 Ment 
Years; that of Sirlus, the Dog Star, is 
almost exactly twice ay great, or 8.6 
Vght yearr, In other words light re- 
quires 8.6 ars to come to us from 
Sirius, And these are among the very 
nearest of the star, Some, whose par- + 
allaxcs have been rather estimated than 
measured, appear to be situated at a 
distance which light could not traverse 
in less than one or two centuries. The 
great star Arcturus, for Instance, has, 
according to Dr. Elkin, a parallax of 
only elghteen one-thousandths of a sec- 
Its distance must in that case, 
be about 181 Hght years, or more than 
@ thousand militon miliion miles, And 
if its distance ix so great then, since 
Nght varies inversely as the square of 
the distance from its source, It can be 
shown that Arcturus must actually 
give forth 6,000 to 6,000 times as much 
Nght as the sun ylelds. 

Yet Arcturus is evidently much near- 
er than the vast majority of the stars 
‘are. Not one in a million is known to 
have a parallax large enough even to 
be intelligently guessed at, There may 
be stars whose ght requires thou- 
sands instead of hundreds of years to 
cross the space separating them from 
us, 

We thus see that only a few polnts 
on the nearer shores of the starry unt- 
verse lies within reach of our measure- 
ments; here and there a jutting head- 
land, while behind stretches the vast 
expanse oyer which the hundreds of 
millions of stara known to exist are

The latest information recelved by the 
detective department here from Dis- 
trict Attorney Graham of the Quaker 
City Wntimated that, should Holmes" 
extradition be asked for, he would in 
all probability be surrendered. 

The charge of having murdered B. 
F. Pitezel has been formulated In Phila~ 
delphia, but has not been presented to 
the grand jury, pending the action of 
the Canadian officials and the return 
of Detective Geyer, It has been un- 
derstood that the city presenting the 
strongest case against Holmes would 
have the privilege of trying him, For 
his decision on this point, District At- 
torney Graham Is awaiting the final 
report of Detective Geyer to be made, 
when he reachos Philadelphia, While 
In this city, Geyer expressed to a World 
reporter his opinion that the case 
against Holmes was much stronger 
here than in either Philadelphia or Chi- 
cago, and that it was his Intention to 
so report to the district attorney. 
Strenuous efforts are being made by 
the Chicago police to put together a 
strong case of murder, bub the Phila- 
deiphia district attorney fs anxious 
that his prisoner should be disposed of 
as quickly as possible, and since the 
warrants have been issued here It 1s 
more than likely that Detective Cuddy 
will leave ina few days to bring Holmes 
to this city,

New York, July 26—The Evening 
Post says: The number of states and 
countries where the man Holmes ts 
wanted to be tried for murderng peo- 
ple In order to defraud Ife Insurance 
companies is increasing from day to 
day, The question which state or 
country wants him most will perhaps 
hever be decided, but the question 
which one ought to have him first Is 
already decided in favor of Canada. 
The reason for ylelding our claims Is 
that If Holmes were tried In this coun- 
try and convicted it would take several 
years to execute him. With the Bu h- 
anan case freshly in mind, we should 
expect a series of delays, new trials and 
appeals to higher state courts, lasting 
a couple of years.

| Most people have supposed that any- 
thing sealed against inspection and de- 
livered to the postoffice constituted In 
effect a “letter,” which at the regula~ 
tlon rate per ounce the mall service

HE 1S AFRAID OE CANUCK JUSTICE 


Me Is Charged With Heyeral Newly Dis= 


the Tapis. 
Philadelphia, July 27.—The district 
attorney said to-day tt would be at 


Jeast 4 month before he would be able 
to state how the case agalnat Holmes 
would proceed, but that in all proba- 
bility he would be went to Torsnto, 
Canada, to answer the charge of <illing 
the Pltozel children, and if a conylo- 
tion fails he will be brought back here 
to be sentenced on the charge of cull- 
splracy. 

It ja somi-oflclally stated that the 
chance of trying Holmes for murder {n 
this jurisdiction is very remote, 
awyeor Shoemaker, the attorney for 
Holmes, said this afternoon that he 
was not awareof any Important dovel- 
opments, He said that an effort to take 
Holmes from thin juriidiction would 
be fought, and that he would Insist 
that he be sentenced here for the crime 
of conspiracy to defraud the In Ace 
company, to which he pleaded gullty. 


Quintan tn the Tolls, 

Chicago, July 27.—Should Quinlan,the 
former Janitor of the Holmen building, 
who Is held for complicity In the many 
crimes with which Holmes ts charged, 
escape punishment, here, he will be tal- 
en to Texas, where he is wanted for 
swindling. 

William Capps ,an attorney of Fort 
Worth, has arrived in Chicago with & 
warrant for Quinlan, who is charged 
with alding Holmes in the many swin- 
dling schemes he perpetrated in that 
place, “The deeda which Holmes had 
to Minnie Williams’ $50,000 property 
were undoubtedly forged,” sald Mr, 
Capps to-day, “and we are ready to 
proye it, Holmes, Quinlan and Pitezel 
went down there together, and, after 
recording these deeds, they worked 
people right and left. The three were 
confidential with each other, knew all 
about this awindle, and I think were 
all confederates In the murders," 

Holmes {8 at least guiltless of the 
murder of little Cora Quinlan, To-day 
the following telegram was received 
by Inspector Fitzpatrick: " Lakota, 
Mich. Cora Quinlan Is at Johnson's, 
and has been for about two weeks past. 
(Signed) N, S. Taylor, justice of the 
peace.” 

The Johnsons referred to are 
grandparents of the little girl. 

Mrs, Quinlan, who has all along main- 
tained an air of reserve, was forced 
to admit to-day that she had lled to 
the officers on at least one point, and 
this had the effect of weakening her 
considerably, Her husband has 
also spent a large part of the day in 
the “‘sweat-box,” and as a result of 
to-day's developments Chief Badenoch 
decided to formally hold them both 
for trial on the charge of being impli- 
cated In yarlous insurance swindles, 
He also belleves they are guilty of the 
crime of assisting Holmes, at least In- 
directly, In making away with some of 
his victims, The charge of fraud ts 
sufficient to hold them, and no other 
will be made at present. 

The missing girl whose name the 
police have been keeping from the press 
is Miss Wild, a Chicago girl, who has 
not been seen ord heard from for two 
years. She was employed as a clerk 
for Holmes about two months before 
her disappearnce in the spring of 1893. 
Bhe was 16 years old then, She left 
her home to go to work, as usual, and 
never returned, 

Mrs, Quinlan was forced to admit 
during the examination that she had 
impersonated a dead woman, repre- 
senting herself as the beneficiary of a 
fire insurance policy, in order to gain 
the money which went into Holmes’ 
pocket. 

‘The energies of the police, who aro 
in tigating the Holmes case, were de- 
voted this morning to an Inquiry into 
the fate of Miss Emeline Cigrand of La- 
fayette, Ind., who 1 suppored to be 
the latest victim, 

Drs, B, J. and P, J. Cigrand, second 
cousins of the girl, were closeted with 
Chief Badenach and Inspector Fitspat- 
rick all this forenoon, They told how 
thelr cousin went to work for Holmes 
as a stenographer, and how she was af- 
terwards believed to have married a 
man named Robert E, Phelps, who was 
interested In a fake copying business 
down town, of which Holmes was the 
brains. 

A careful search of the marriage rec- 
ords made by Clerk Salmonron fails 
to show any record of such a marriage 
in Cook County, 

It is the bellef of the Cigrand brothers 
that Miss Cigrand was murdered by 
Holmes, and that Robert EB, Phelps was 
no other than the swindler under an 
alias, 

Inspector Fitzpatrick aaid he would 
not examine Mrs, Holmes, the Wilmette 
wife of the murderer, to-day, but would 
probably put her through a severe 
course of questioning to-morrow morn- 
ing 

William Cappa of the firm of Capps & 
Cantee of Fort Worth, Texas, i# in Chi- 
cago in the Interest of heirs of the Wil- 
Hama siste He has obtained copies 
of deeds by which they transferred 
thelr property, and he claims that thelr 
names were forged. Eyidence has been 
collected, he says, which will prove 
conolumively that the girls were mur- 
dered before July 12, the date append- 
ed to the deeds, He thinks they were 
put out of the way about July 4. Ho 
hos been Investigating the property 
at Wilmette, and says that it ts still 
in the name of Minnlo Williams, 

Thomas Freeman, agent of the Chi- 
cago Demonstrators’ Association, said

“I envy anyone," he said, 
Nigh privilege of making a firat 
Visit in England, One's frat weeks in 
London are never to be forgotten; but 
how soon they pass, and with them the 
supreme happiness of earliest imprek- 
sions |" What he meant was that the 
high tension of sensibility mpeedily re- 
Jaxes, and London, with its splendid 
Antiquity, infinite variety and awe-in- 
spring yastness,; becomes familiar and 
promalc, My friend convinced me that 
there might be compensations for raw- | 
ness and inexpertence, and that my ” 
earliest Impressiona of the loveliest 
country and the greatest town In the 
world might have potne value. 

Since one cannot come up to London 
without a short Journey from the coast, 
the firat word must be about the lovell- 
ness of English rural scenery. Whoover 
enters England at Southampton, the 
most convenient gateway, seems to be 
journeying all the way through a con~ 
tinuous park, planned by a landscape 
gardner who has known the poetry of 
his art, It is not necessary to refer to 
the distant gimpse of the noble cathe~ 
dral of Winchester, the picturesque vil- 
lages, the thatched-roof cottages, the 
wtately trees, the broad sweeps of level 
meadow, the winding lanes, the fower- 
ing hedges and other equally familiar 
detally, What is most remarkable {in 
this series of entrancing rustic pictures 
in the absence of blemishes and flaws, 
‘There is nothing unsightly at any turn, 
There are no blackened stumps bleach- 
ing In the flelda; there are no ugly fences 
falling out of repair; no depressions in 
the slopes of the well-drained mead- 
ows, and no aligns of disorder and lack 
of tidinosa in the villages, There Is the 
refinement of landscape art without 
traces of neglect, carelessness, or lack 
of harmony, No rural scenery can be 
more beautiful than the English flelds 
and byways in May, when the pink 
bloom {# on the chestnuts, the haw- 
thorn Is bursting into flower, and the 
meadows are ighted up with the gold- 
en tints of the laburnum and innumer- 
able red and white flowers, Nowhere 
Are the flowers lovelier and more dell- 
cate; nowhere are the trees more shape- 
ly or the flelds greener, Everywhore 
there is a sense of symmetry and re- 
pose that comes from perfection of de- 
tall, The English country scenes are 
not in a transition stage with disfigure- 
ments to be removed. The English 
country Is finished. Nothing remains 
to be done In order to perfect these pic- 
tures of rural loveliness, 

The same Impressions are produced 
by the magnificent pleasure grounda of 
London and its environs, I do not re- 
fer to the new parks, commons and 
breathing places controlled by the 
County Council and tn process of trans- 
formation, but to the old parks, and 
especially to Hyde Park, Regent's, Kew 
Gardens, Richmond and Hampton 
Court. These, too, like the Bnglish 
country, are finished, Where can there 
be a finer stroll than a walk through 
Hyde Park in the early forenoon or 
in the late afternoon, when the light 
is softly tempered and the background 
{s not too brilliant? Or where can there 
be a lovelier drive than that from Kew 
to Richmond, and thence through 
Bushey Park to Hampton Court?

apices from India, but grace to endure 
tho loss of a paper of collars from the 
leakage of a displaced whingla on & 
poor roof. Grace not to endure the tar. 
diness of the American Congress In 
passing a necessary Jaw, but grace to 
endure the tardiness of an errand boy 
stopping to play marbles when he 
ought to deliver the goods. Such & 
grace as thousands of business mon 
have to-day—keeping them tranquil 
whether goods sell or do not sell, whe- 
ther customers pay or do not pay, whe- 
their tariff is up or tirift Is down, whe- 
ther the crops are Juxurlant or a dead 
failure—calm in all circumstances and 
mid all yiclasitud=s, That is the kind 
of race we want. Millions of men want 
tt, and they may haye {t for the asking, 

Some hero or heroine comes to town 
and as the procession passes through 
the street the business men come out 
and stand on tiptoe on thelr steps te 
look at some one who In arctic clime, 
or In ocean storm, or Ih day of battle 
or in hospital agonies, did (he brave 
thing, not realizing that they, the en- 
thusiastic spectators, have gone 
through trials In business life that are 
just as great before God, There are 
men who have gone through f:cozing 
arctics and burning torrids and awful 
Marengos of experiences without mov- 
ing five miles from thelr doorsteps 
Now, what ordinary business men need 
is to realize that they have the friend- 
ship of that Christ who looked after the 
religious interests of Matthew, the cus- 
tom house clerk, and helped Lydia of 
Thyatira to seel’ the dry goods, and 
who opened a bakery and fish market

Career of the Duke of Cambridge. 


The Duke of Cambridge, whone re- 
Urement from the post of Commander- 
in-Chief has been announced, han had a 
longer active military career than any 
other officer now serving, His firet 
connection with the army was om a 
brevet-colonel in November, 1837, when 
in his nineteenth year, and his first em- 
ployment, when, from about alx months 
At the end of 1838 and beginning of 1839, 
he was attached to the staff at Gibral- 
tar. In 1842 he became Lieutenant-Col- 
onel of the then Eighth Light Dragoons, 
ten days later become colonel in the! 
Seventeenth Light Dragoons, and for 
two years, from April, 1843, was a colon- 
el on the staff in the Ionian Islands, 
Promoted to Major-General {n 1845, he 
Was appointed to the command of Dub- 
lin District In the following year, re- 
taining the post til! March, 1852, when 
he became inspector-general of cavalry 
at headquarters , In 1854 he went as 
Major-general to the Crimea, where he 
commanded the Firat Division at Alma, 
Balaklava, ond Inkerman, his horse b 
ing shot at the last named battle, He 
Was at the slege of Sebastopol, was 
mentioned in the despatches, and re- 
celved the thanks of the House of Com. 
mons, Advanced to Lfeutenant-Gen- 
eral in 1854, he became general on be- 
Ing appointed to the chief command of 
the army on July 15, 1866, but did not 
recelve the patent of commander-in- 
chief till November, 1887, on complet- 
Ing fifty-flve years of active service, 
His Royal Highness has been personal 
alde-de-camp to the Queen since 1882, 
and Is colonel of the Seventeenth Lan- | 
cers, Royal Artillery, Royal Engineers, 
Grenadier Guards, King’s Royal Rifles, 
Cambridge Militia and London Rifle
